He enlisted in till
Southern army In 1SCI, and though billSixteen years of age was admitted to the
service because of his size. In a short
time young Bates was a Captain, and it
was recorded that he "grew considerablyafter rising from the ranks." At theClose of the war Captain Bates had at¬
tained his great height of Seven feel
two and a half inches. His body waswell proportioned, and his weight in¬
creased until It reached 450 pounds.About tills time the gigantic Captainconcluded to put himself on exhibition,ami traveled us a curiosity from I SOU to1SS0, being connected with various
amusement organizations. He visited
nearly all the larg cities ami towns intlie United States. Canada. Great Bri¬tain, France, Spain, Germany, Swltser-land, Austria and Russia. Many favors
were extended to tin- great man by thehand of royalty. While In England, In1871, the- gallant Captain met Miss Anna
11. Swan, known as the "Nova Scotia
giantess." who was two years the junloiof her giant lover. Miss Swan was
Justly proud of hrr height, 7 feet GV6Inches. Their combined height of II
feet X inches marked them as the lollies:
pair known to mankind.

ville and purchased a farm. A hand¬
some dwelling was erected.a veritable
home for giants.
